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Study: ’Superfund' depends too much on contractors

„ WASHINGTON -r The lagging 
"Superfund" program for the cleanup 
of toxic wastes is too reliant upon 
outsido contractors, many of whom 
are making hefty profits, while gov- 
ernment supervisors remain under- 
paid, understaffed and underqunli- 
fied, according to a concessional 
study. 

Since the program was begun eight 
years ago, contractors Jiave received 
$4 billion, or 80 to 90 percent of the 


Superfund money each year, said the 
report by the Office of Technology As- 
sessment. . 

The congressional agency noted 
that funds for the staff of the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency, which 
oversees the program, remained vir- 
tually flat while the outside spending 
escalated.- 

The report was released Sunday by 
Rep. John , D. Dingell, chairman of 
the House Energy and Commerce 
Committee and a persistent critic of 
the- ERA. "It's clear," he said, "that 


the Superfund program is still falling 
far short of its promise." 

Dingell called that a failure of the 
. EPA, but the OTA’ report itself said 
Congress shares the blame, noting 
that "the dependence on contracting 
is an outcome of both congressional 
and EPA decisions in the early 1980s. 

"Originally, there wob general 
agreement that Superfund had to be 
implemented quickly and would be 
only a short-term program and that 
the necessary technical expertise ex- 
isted in the private sector. Thcreforer 


heavy reliance on contractors seemed 
. to make economic and environmental 
• sense. 

"But we now know that Superfund 
, will be needed for many decades," the 
report said. 

The interim OTA report, part of a 
massive Superfund study to be com- 
pleted later this year, said some 
cleanup companies have shown in- 
come growth of 300 percent annually, 
"with net income often rising at a 
much higher rate." 

The OTA said that' while much of 


the actual cleanup work must be as- 
signed .to contractors, loo much policy 
and oversight responsibility is being 
parceled out to the private sector. 
"Contractors do a lot of work in these 
areas ... that go far beyond support- 
ive information and analysis," it said. 

- Meanwhile; according to the re- 
port, "there has been n steady drain 
of people with experience and exper- 
tise away from government to con- 
tractors that compromises the envi- 
ronmental performance of Super- 
fund, because it makes it harder for 


EPA to supervise contractors ade- " 
quotcly." 

For example, it said, one EPA re- 
gional office reported that becauseoJU. 
two new, largo contracts, tho ofltco 
expects to lose 20 percent of its tech- 
nical staff. 

"Low funding for EPA staff iff . 
general has resulted in low saluriea 
for key Superfund people," it said. 
Some project managers make less 
than $20,000 annually, even though 
they may be responsible for several

Memorial to be built at site of Hunt Camp

EDEN The Minidoka Relocation Center, once 
the third largest city in Idaho but now just a few 
stone foundations, is about to receive a facelift. 

A $15,000 project t o build a memorial at the site 
' and upgrade the parking area and paths is expect- 
ed to begin this spring and be completed this fall. It 
is a joint effort between the Idaho Centennial .Com- 
mission, the Japanese-American Citizens League, 
the Bureau of Reclamation and other volunteers. 

Wind still howls across Jhe sage brush and lava 
jock but the area is not quite as desolate as it was 
7 ln~1942~ when;- tlur first Japancse-Americans were 
ushered into their new wartime homes at the ’relo- 
cation center, also known as the Hunt Camp. 

Ro ws of tar paper barracks and dirt roads await- 
ed the nearly 10,000 people who eventually lived 
there from August 1942 until October 1915. A com- 


memorative sign at the site recognizes them as 
.."victims of wartime hysteria." 

The camp was designated a national historical 
site in August 1979, About half of 10 6uch camps 
across the nation -share the same designation, ac- 
cording to Masa Tsukamoto, representative of the 
B1 nckfoot- Pocatello chapter oFthc JACL. A pla que 
was placed at the site during a 1965 dedication cere- 
mony. 

The JACL approached the Bureau" of Reclama- 
tion in 1981 requesting interpretive additions to the 
site but lack of funding temporarily tabled the pro- 
ject. 

Idaho’s Centennial celebration, set for next year, 
provided the impetus to finallycomplete thc^pro^" 
jecL-The memorial received $5,000 from the Ethnic 
Heritage Committee, one of many committees 
formed under the auspices of the Idaho Centennial

"This could be the last convoy," said -a Soviet 
diplomat, who spoke on condition of anonymity. He 
refused to elaborate. 

Rebels based in Pakistan reported Sunday that 
_Spviet_bombing_nnd. missile attacks along. the., 
highway have killed 600 civilians and injured 
-1,200. 

"The mangled bodies arc still under the debris," 
the Afghan New Agency 6aid in a telexed state- 
ment. It was unclear whether the agency, operated 
from Pakistan by a rebel group, was repeating a 
similar report it made Saturday. 

Official Radio Kabul, monitored in Islamabad, 
Pakistan, said Sunday night that Afghan troops 
had carried out "successful military operations" 
.wiLh_civilians^who _ want _ to keep -the. 260-milc.

At a Soviet checkpoint about 12 miles north of 
Kabul on Sunday, Afghan soldiers paced nervously 
along the highway.

Data will also be col- 
lected on the planet's mineral makeup and atmosphere. 

The probe is to approach within 50 yards of tho moon Phobos in early 
April to analyze its soil with a laser and drop two -small landing craft 
onto the surface.

•No matter — the slam was now be- 
yond reach and South was forced to 
concede down one. 

Instead of playing for a 50-50 
heart finesse, South should increase 
his overall chances at no risk to the 
contract. Before trying hearts, 
South should lead a low spade from 
dummy toward his jack. In today’s 
case, East wins and South has no 
further problems. He takes eight 
winners In the minors, together with 
three spades and the heart ace, 
making it unnecessary to try the 
heart finesse. 

Had West held the spade queen, 
nothing would have been lost There 
would have still been time to try the 
heart finesse, giving South two 
—chances at Buccesa Uutcad-ofono
